One of the Beit Thinkers In America-Tile 


Terms Defined — Relllcton 
tbe Great 


Source of Man's Inspiration—Wliat Chris- 
tianity Has Done—It TeacUFB Alan that 
He Is Godlike—It Teaches the Equality 
of MKII and Woman-What It ta Tod iy. 
There was an audience of about 000 at 


the Grand last night to hear Rt. Rev. John 
L. Spaldine, bishop of Peoria, in his lecture 
on "Christianity and Civilisation." Those 
who occupied seats on the stage were: 
Rt 


Rev. James Ryan, D. D., Alton; Fathers 
Maeshnne and Macfcin of Chicago; Very 
Rev. Sticfcof Pana; Father Lentz, Bemcnt; 
Father Dooling, Wapella; Father Swppney, 
Dal ton City; Father 
Crowe. 
Mattoon; 


Father Higgins, Taylorville; Father Poet- 
ken, Danville; Very Rev. Father Mack'm 
and Father Brennan of Decatur. 


Bishop Spalding was introduced by Very 


Rev. Father Mackin a few minutes after 8 
o'clock. The bishop went to work on his 
subject at once. From the start he held the 
closest attention of his audience. The 
M.shop is a medium sized man of rather 
sturdy build. He starts out in the richest 
of baritone voices, but as he warms to his 
subject his voice climbs a register higher. 
He boon established the fact that he was 
entitled to his reputation as one of the best 
limkvis in the Calholic church in America. 
He impresses one as being terribly earnest, 
and catholic In the broadest sense of the 
word. Everyone who heard him last night 
was not only highly entertained, but must 
have felt a better man. Bishop Spalding irf 
one of those who somehow makes you feel 
:hat the most thorougli orthodoxy is broad 
enough to include all humanity, and kind 
and tender enough to appeal to all. lu his 
ecture he said: 


"Christianity is defined as the religion of 


Jurist. Civilization u a word that is famil- 
ar to all of us, and yet It Is not so easily 
defined. 
W a use the word every day, and 


understand it without difficulty. 
One of 


the greatest philosophers has said that it 
can not be defined. 
Yet we may say that 


t conveys the general ide& of the predoiu- 
nanee of man's being over his animal 
nature and over the material world that 
sutrouoda him. It is the predominance of 
his spiritual nature. The more a man is 
developed spiritually the more civili/.ed he 
s." 


'The outward maiks of civili/atiou, such 


as fine housei, works of art and engineer- 
ng, aie related to cizilizatiou only because 
hey are marks of spiritual development. 
The savage does not build m an artistic or 
dcientific way because nis higner nature has 
lot beeu developed. 
Our homes, pictures, 


books and improvements do more than 
uake 
life 
pleasant, 
they 
make 


t fair and noble. 
When we 
look 


at 
these things we say that the peo- 


ple who make them are civilized because 
we know they thiuk. There is a conscious- 
nebs in ourselves that it is the thought be- 
hind those outward marks that conbtitute 
the civilization.'' 


"Whatever tends to develop man, to give 


him higher thoughts, to make him under- 
otaud aud fee! the force of the principles of 
righteousness, tends to civilization." 


' All history shows that religion has been 


the great source of man'a inspiration. Thh 
is true of all tiie religions of the world, 
;rue ot the innumerable religions of an- 
tiijuity. The greatest work of the Greeks 
was closely connected with their religion. 
The Iliad is full ot mythologj; it was re- 
ligion that inspired Homer. Greek patri- 
otism was a part of the religion of Greece. 
Socrates was put to death because not being 
true to his faith the people thought ho 
could not be tiue to patriotism. The Ro- 
mans were a religiou people; they developed 
as they drew inspiration trora their Gods. 
The Aiabs were for centuries no moie than 
wandering, aimless beggars. 
Mohammed 


came and through the force of religion 
united 
them 
and 
then 
the 
strength 


of 
inspiration 
gave 
them 
their 


great 
power. 
From 
wander- 


ing beggars they became conquerors of the 
greater part of the world." 


"It those religion", partly true and partly 


false, did so much for their people, It is not 
conceivable that Cruistiamty should have 
existed so long without producing the great- 
est results. Without knowing the history 
of this religion one would know that its 
principles, taught through nearly 3,000 
years, must produce stupendous results. 


"Christianity has in a way revolutionised 


society. We can take the geneial view of 
the case, tha one that is presented in look- 
ing over the field of the whole world. There 
are about 1400 millions of people on the 
earth. 
We can look at all of these aud say 


that the 
boundaries ot Christianity 


are 
the 
boundaries 
of 
civilization. 


The nations without 
Christianity 
are 


not 
civilized; 
there 
is 
no ten- 


dency to a larger life among them. It is 
not civilization we find in China. It may 
have been civilization once, but it is tllete, 
it is not growing. There is no more ad- 
vance now than there was 2,000 years ago. 
And the only places la Chum and Japan 
where there is this tendency to a larger 
life is where those nations have come in 
contact with civilized, Christian powers." 


"But it is possible for Christianity and 


civilization to occupy the same territory and 
still Christianity be not the cause. 
We 


must inquire carefully as to how far this 
civilization is the outcome of Christian 
faith. In Athens, pagan Athens, there 
/as a civilization in tome respects unequaled 
bvauj to this day. In the age of Pericles 
Athens produced poets, philosophers aud 
orators that have ever since stimulated 
the 
human 
race. And 
yet 
Athens 


was no larger than one of our counties. 
But this civilization soon passed away.

And 
Tne 


civilization of the Kamans was one of pure 
genius for government. In oratory, poetry 
and the arts the Komans were never more 
than imitators of the Greeks. There was 
nothing original about the Romans In these 
things. Their genius for government Rave 
us their only original work. But ihut work 
was wonderful; we still feel the influence 
of pagan Roma in oar laws. But all of the 
Roman civilization passed away." 


"1 will admit that Christianity might be 


God's only true religion and yet not neces- 
sarily be a great civilizing force. Christ 
presented this religion as a means of salya 
tion, not of a 
great 
earthly 
power. 


The 
fact 
that 
it 
is 
the 


true 
religion does not logically imply 


that It must be a great civilizing foice. 
But I am here tonight to present Christian- 
ity to yon In Its bearing on civilization." 


"Tbe Christian religion has radically 


changed the Ideas of men on the most im- 
portant subjects. Even the idea of God was 
changW. Christ's idea of God was the best 
He presents God to us as the ail-just, the 
all-powerful and the all-wise. At the same 
time this God U presented as oar father. 


In addition to being all-powerful lie is all- 
good. He is the father of all. JSod's sym- 
pathy is not with man's wealth, or bis 
power, or his station in life. 
God's sym- 


pathy is with the man apart from any of 
Lhese marks of worldly greatness. God's 
sympathy is with the perfection of thn indi- 
vidual. We are the children of the Father 
and He wills that we should become per- 
fect. And there is in us a response to tbK 
We yearn for moral perfection. If man falls 
away from the principles of righteousness 
he becomes abnormal, degraded and begins 
death. He lives most who is most alive In 
all his faculties. Four fifths of our lives Is 
In what we do. Men can not live apart and 
spend their days in thinking. Christ taught 
us that God has sympathy with our < ffort, 
with the effort of every man, that all miaht 
strive for perfection while a common Father 
in Heaven extended sympathy, to the slavfl 
as well as the free man. This was a new 
Idea of God. It has produced an inconceiv- 
able effect for good." 


'Man is taught that he is godlike. 
All 


children of one Father, and He a God. 
This makes us brothers. All men have this 
godlike quality. This principle of the 
Brotherhood of man breaks down national 
prejudice? and teaches that peace is the law 
of life. It is the business of savages to 
luut 
and 
slay 
each 
o'her 
as 


men 
calling 
themselves 
civili?ed 


hunt 
game. 
The 
Greek 
religion 


grew out of the feeling tint the Greek was 
different from other men; his goda were dif- 
ferent from the gods of others. And such 
was the case with the religion of the Ro- 
mans. 
The Romans despised those who 


were not Roman citizens." 


•I do not eay that wars have c^aspd 


since the time of Christ, but the principle 
of the brotherhood of man which he taught 
has a tendency to stop wars, and when we 
learn to apply It in all its force strife 
among men must cease. It is a principle 
ihat strives for universal peace." 


"The pagans thought that poverty was a 


;urse. Such a thing as equality between 
man and woman was not thought of. 
The 


woman was a slave. Christ showed that 
before God man and woman are alike. We 
do not grasp the doctrine jet, but Christ 
taught it, and we are slowly but surely 
reaching towards a 
realization of 
its 


justice and strength. Principles in society 
never produce sudden effects. 
It takes 


centuries for a great principle to work itself 
out. 
The sacredness of home, the bed 


rock up™ which our civilization rests, has 
grown out of the equality of man and 
woman, taught by Christ. It has taken 
long centuries to make the principle blos- 
som, but always remember that the germ of 
it was planted by Christ. The church fos- 
tered this germ, worked with it as well as 
.t could upon,the boil at hand; and now we 
lave the home, the garden of civilization." 


"Christianity has changed the form of 


religious worship. All nations have had 
soinfi form of worship. Cicero said he 
could more readily conceive of trees grow- 
ing with their roots in the air than of a 
peopie without some form of worship. But 
low hideous have been some of those 
inn-,: There was human sacrifice, offered 


at some time or other by the people of all 
the nations; It prevails in some places 
today. The 
Rjmans in the 
day 
of 


their best ci\ili/.ation slaughtered beasts 
and ottered them to their gods. Christ 
came ami taught that liod is a spirit and 
that those who worship linn must do so in 
spirit. Christ dies upon the cross and aac- 
rilicph cea^e. 
We ilont realue the change 


now; we have known only what we have 
today. 
But try to picture what the prac- 


tices of worship were when the world was 
pagan. Think of the warring elements of 
that tune, and then think of Christianity 
bringing them together as brother;,." 


'The press is a great-educator today 


Hut remember that for mure than a thous- 
and years there were no books, no papers. 
Th(> Christian rel s;ion had to get along 
without 
their help. Christianity 
then 


preached to the people, it brought them to- 
gether in peace, it dragged them out of 


norance. In thin way it paved the way 


for ttie printing press." 


'Christianity built magnificent structures, 


art was fo&tered in the statues which 
adorned the cathrcdals. Let us remember 
that we are all descendants of gross bar- 
barians of not very long ago. Those bar- 
barians had no law, no art, no science. 
They were not only ignorant, they loved 
ignorance: to write with the pen was servile 
work. That was the state of society that 
was taken hold of by Christianity; and we 
are the outcome of its work," 


"There were no schools in Europe in 


Rome's pagan days Most of those in Rome 
were slaves, the people outside were bar- 
barians who were despised. At that time 
there was no attempt to teach the people as 
a whole. Woman was never considered; 
the pagan s hid nothing but contempt for 
her. Socrates thanked the gods that he 
was not born a slave or a woman." 


"One-half the present cities of Europe 


started as monasteries and convents. The 
people 
gathered about these places of 


teaching. The monks collected a few 
books. We are indebted to the monks of 
the monasteries for the classics we have to 
day. Without these writings that were 
preserved by Christianity our civili?<itlou 
today could uot Do what it is." 


"And a time came when the Christian 


world was threatened by Mohammedanism. 
The peeple of that religion threatened to 
cunquer all Europe. Had they succeeded 
it 
would mean such a civilization for 


Europe today as exists in Egypt. 
The 


Mohammedan insisted upon an acceptance 
of liis religion. The cry was "Mohammed 
or Death." That was the religion it was 
proposed to force upon Europe, a religion 
that ignores women, that leaves them no 
souls. But, happily, there was in Europe 
at that time a power that wns able to unite 
the barbarians and drive back the Moham- 
medan. This power was the Christian church. 
Itnppealed to the people to strike down Mo- 
hammedanism, to save themselves. This 
Christian church "carried the war into 
Africa" by organ iziug tbe crusades. These 
wars broke the power of Mohammedanism 
and saved Europe. This is a debt that 
civilization owes to Christianity." 


"The church taught the brotherhood of 


man and believed in and acted upon the 
principle. The great popes were not taken 
from the aristocratic families. This was 
wonderful in a day when aristocracy ruled 
all else. The church recognized Individual 
worth. Some of its great popes cane up 
from beggars; all of them came from what 
could at most be called the common people. 
Do we recogolze this individual worth today 
in selecting men 
to fill our 
offices. 


We are 
In 
a democratic 
age, 
but 


do we do as well in this matter as did the 
church in an aristocratic age? Why did th« 
world turn to the church and give it all 
power, a power that afterwards became Its 
weakness? It was because the church's 
men were thinkers. They had the power 
that goes with ability and labor. Lot prej 
uJice and bigotry cry ont as they will; men 
will alway bow to intellect. 


"It Is not possible to exhaust this subject 


In one discourse. I can only touch upon » 


few more phases. The church 
started 


representative government. 
The fir-,t Eng- 


ish parliament met io a monastery in 
London. 


Modern civilization in its most advanced 


form is the rule of the people. Where all 
are equal before the Jaw the general inlnd 
s stimulated. It is only the immortal gen- 
us who can surmount all obstacles, who 
can fall 
a 
hundred 
times 
and 
yet 


rise again with undaunted heart to plough 
his way to lasting success. The multitude 
must have opportunity Inviting. Here op- 
portunity Is world-wide. Ours is the best 
civilization; we are the most universally 
awake, active and thinking. We 
have 


stimulated Europe. That country would be 
at least 100 years behind what it is were it 
not for America." 


'This best civilization of ours and its 


stimulation of Europe were made possible 
by the discovery of America. Columbus 
holds the most enviable place among men.

reviled and made sportof. When he passed 
along, the small boys would tap their fore- 
heads to signify that his mind was not 
right. He knocked at the monastery door 
as a beggar who wanted bread and water. 
The monk who answered his summons saw 
that he was no ordinary man. He was sent 
with a letter to another monk, and this one 
was to send him to Queen Isabella. Owing 
to some petty war the first letter failed. 
Columbus went again to the monk who had 
first been kind to him. Finally word was 
got to Isabella. She sent for Columbus. 
Hegotupin the middle of the night to 
obey the summons. When he reached the 
court and stated his plans Ferdinand at 
first hesitated and then drew back. It was 
then Isabella said "I undertake it for Cas- 
tile, I pawn my jewel." Isabella was a re- 
ligious woman, the greatest who ever wore 
the robes of a queen. Think of Columbus 
plunging westward across an ocean. At 
that time sailors were hugging the shores, 
thinking if they got beyond the sight of land 
their ships would fall over the 
edge 


of the earth into bottomless space. God led 
Columbus. 
The man might have been 


killed, but he could not have been turned 
back alive. Christianity did it. The broth- 
erhood of man sent Columbus on his way. 


"The great characteristic of Christianity 


is a deathless hope. I know there are a few 
pessimists among us, but my God! the na- 
tion has its deathless hope. We hope for 
all that is good, and we are convinced that 
we will attain all that is good. 
We know

out. when an injury to one man will be re- 
garded as an Injury to all. 


"Wars have been caused by a desire to 


get monev. Some petty lord wanted to 
rob his weaker neighbor, and so it was 
with tfie stronger and weaker nations. We 
now see that war destroys wealth. Another 
cause of war has been vanity. Men are 
getting over the desire to fight on account 
of petty Insults. Men will feel that they 
have the right only to help one another.
